LEGISLATOR HILL IN FAVOR 
OF GRADED PRISON SYSTEM. 


Would Have Penal Establishments at 
Joliet, Chester, and .Pontiac Made 
Parts of Single Institution. 


Chairman John W. Hill of the legislative 
investigating committee requested the aid of 
Attorney General Stead yesterday in drawing 
up bills for the alleviation of the state asylum 
evils which the committee has discovered. He 
wants Mr. Stead's advice also in drawing up 
a commitment bill that will stand the test of 
the courts. 

The object of this bill is to combine the 
Joliet penitentiary and the Chester and 
Pontiac reform schools into one system, 80 
that the prisoners can be graded according to 
age and record. A Lill of this kind was passed 
seVeral years ago, but was declared uncon- 
stitutional. The new bill will seek to avoid 
the constitutional defects. , 

Concerning the reports that some of the 
inmates of the Illinois Home for Soldiers and 
Sailors at Quincy had declared they were 
robbed of their money and possessions by the 
nurses upon entering the home, Mr. Hill said:

California Growers, However, Predict a | 


Big Decline in the Cost of Apricots 
and Peaches. 


Prunes threaten to become a real luxury 
and disappear from the menu cards of many 
restaurants and boarding houses. Reports 
from the Sacramento valley and Sonoma, 
Napa, Tehama, and Colusa counties in Call- 
fornia indicate that late frosts have damaged 
about 50 per cent of the growing crop. Dam- 
age in the Santa Clara valley algo is thought 
to be heavy. 

A normal crop of prunes would total about 
170,000,000 pounds. Last year about 75,000,- 
000 pounds were produced, and this year, mer- 
chants say, the crop. is not expected to total 

pounds. This deficit is ex- 
pected to send prices skyward. 

As an offset to the prune crop failuré Ca!i- 
fornia growers say they have the best peach 
and apricot crops they have seen in two 
years.

“We are trying to make this part of the 
city decent,” said Inspector McCann, “ and, 
pat Boxe from the letters I have received from 
west side citizens, we are succeeding. We are 
carrying out the orders of the mayor and 
the chief of police. No music is allowed 
im the saloons or the concert halle and the 
women have been compelled to put on long 
skirts.” 

One thousand saloon licensesi had been 
renewed up to last night, and nearly every 
saloonkeeper who took one out complained 
of business. The number is less than usual, 
considering the short time before May 1.

DEALERS PROTEST SEED BILL. 


House Committee Told Merchants Are 
Not Responsible if Goods Are 
Not Pure. 


Washington, D. C., April 21.—{Special.}— 

Dealers in garden and field seeds from many 
sections of the country expressed their views 
to the house committee on interstate com- 
merce at a public bearing today on the Mann 
pure seed bill, which is designed to prevent 
the entry into this country and the carrying 
in commerce of impure and adulterated 
seeds. 
There was a general contention that low 
grade importations and certain other abuses 
which had developed in trade were charge- 
able to the dealers who do not handle seeds 
as a regular business and that the federal 
inspection law, applicable to the legitimate, 
and reputable seed business of the country, 
was not needed. 

It was maintained that the recognised class 
of seedsmen control at no period of their 
growth the crops of seed which reach them 
from all parts of the world: The seedmen also 
have no control of the product after it leaves 
their hands.

Washington, D. C., April 21.—Calling at- 


on the lapel of his coat and insisting he had 
no prejudice against negro soldiers, Senator 
Warner of Missouri today declared his con- 
viction that the town of Brownsville had 
been shot up by negro soldiers of the Twen- 
ty-fifth infantry in 1906. Mr. Warner quoted

There are situations for from thirty-five to 
forty pages at the library, but they scarcely 
ever are all filled. 

So great is the difficulty of supplying the 
places from the civil service list that the 
library board is compelled to make sixty 
day*appointments of boys who apply at the 
library building for situations: These after- 
wards must qualify by passing the civil sefv- 
ice examination, but they rarely do so. 

The pages are started at a salary of $254 
month, and if they avoid cigarets and show 
a willingness to attend to business they arb 
advanced to $80 a month. A few of the 
pages who have been at the library long 
enough to get $50 a month or more are

range from 8:45 a. m. to 5:30 p. m., from

CASE UNDER ADVISEMENT 


Supt. McCourt Holds That Fail- 
ure to Discover Hidden Fig- 
ures Shows Carelessness.

One rate taker in the meter department of 
the city water bureau used warm water and 
acru the glass of a meter dial nearly hid- 
den by dirt in the basement of the White 
Eagle Brewing company, u Ashland ave- 
nue. By this means he was enabled to detect 
a cipher that had been obscured and read 
the meter correctly. 

Six rate takers who had not gone to this 
trouble were on trial yesterday before the 
civil service commission for neglect of duty. 
They inyariably had read the meter wrong. 
As a result the city lost $6,340.50, which, how- 
ever, the brewery company has agreed to 
pay. 


The men on trial are Victor Monson, Miles 
W. Canady, John J. Hanrahan, Thomas A. 
Considine, Walter F. Quinlan, and Mdward 
Murray. Patrick J. Mulcahy also is charged 
with neglect of duty, but he did not appear 
before the commission, being ill. 

Two other rate takers, Gordon Myers and 
William J. Clark, have been suspended for 


not reading the brewery meter correctly. 


Case Taken Under Advisement. 


After hearing the evidence the commission 
took the case under advisement. The rusty 
meter was exhibited and carefully inspected. 

M. W. Coghan of the water bureau, Assist- 
ant Commissioner Redieske of the depart- 
ment of public works, and Supt. McCourt 
of the water bureau insisted that neglect of 
duty had been shown. 

“Is it your thedry that these men com- 
mitted a willful wrong or that they were 
honestly mistaken in the reading?“ asked 
Commissioner McKinley of Supt. McCourt. 

We charge no conspiracy, but neglect 
of duty,” was the answer. These men had 
their instructions to read the meter. If 
there was anything defective about it that 
made it impossible to read the figures it 
was their duty to report it. A large revenue 
to the city was involved. If one man was 


able to read the meter correctly and these 


men read it incdrrectly it shows \incom- 
petency and carelessness on their part.“ 

Is this the only negligence you have 
traced to these men?“ 

Mr. McCourt said it was.

EMERGENCY CIRCULATION. 
The, house committee on banking, end 
currency is an impracticable body. It has 
voted to table the Vreeland dill and 


stands by the Fowler bill. The one has 


good chances of success if it can be got 
through the house in season, while the 
other, whatever its merits may be, can- 
not be passed. It proposes.the establidh- 
ment of a radically new system which is 
in’ some of its features acceptable to the 
bankers, but which the general public has | 
not been prepared -for. | 

If it be the intention of congress or of 
the leaders in congress to de anything in 
the way of currency legislation at this 
session they will have to bestir them- 
selves. It is) the intention te adjourn 
within four weeks. Any measure which 
may get ‘through the house will have to 
run the gantlet of the senate. It is a 


‘deliberative body and unless there shall 


be an agreement among republican and 
democratic senators whateyer measure the 
house may send over may be talked to 
death. ad | 

Prior to, the meeting of congress last 
December it was announced that it was 
the intention of the republican leaders to 
enact without delay currency legislation 
that would make future panics less vio- 
lent and destructive. The president in 
hie message asked congress to give imme- 
diate attention to matter and speci- 
fied the need of an emergency currency. 
Three months ago it was taken for grant- 
ed that provision would be made for such 
a currency. 

Men who were mot direct losers by the 
currency famine of last year are begin- 
ning to. forget the ineonvenience they 
were put to. Others say, now that the 
storm is all over, that ft probably will be 
ten or a dozen years before there is an- 
other grave financial convulsion and that 
therefore there will be abundant time in 
which to enact. precautionary legislation. 
But legislation at this session was prom- 
ised and there are many who would find 
‘i a failure to keep the promise evidence 
H weakness or dishonesty, 

The Vreeland bill should be taken up 
by the house as the most evailable meas- 
ure in sight, It should be strengthened 
where it needs strengthening, but it should 
be confined exclusively to the emergency 
eurrency question and to the authorization 
of a currency commission. The senate 
has recognized the need of an emergency 
circulation by passing the Aldrich bill. 
It was fatally defective because ft left 
out commercial paper. The Vreeland bill, 
which is open to ao such objection, should 
pass the senate if it can be got through 
the house in time. + If the leaders intend 
to keep the promises they made a few 
months ago they will see it is put through. 


A GROWING CHICAGO. 


Chicago long has suffered under the 
‘imputation of being a “windy city.” It 
has been charged many times with too 
mitch self-assertion. The winds which 
sweep its streets have been called a type 
of the boasts of its residents of its great- 
ness and power. That this idea has been 
an objectionable one to large numbers of 
its. citizens is well known. That they 
have kept their favorite motto, “I will,” 
in mind as they have worked quietly is 
equally understood. a 

It may seem strange to outsiders to hear 
a speaker declare that Chicago is too mod- 
est in claiming its rightful place. He was 
urging better organization of the forces 
which onght to combine to build the great- 
er city. In his mind were the géograph- 
ical location, the splendid water front, 
the gateway to the deep waterway to the 
gulf, and other natural advantages. The 
appreciation of the value of these by 
aggressive citizens need not be attended 
by any improper boasting or undue asser 
tion of power. 

An advocate of a great national meas- 
ure only last week told the members of 
the Union League dub that travel through 
the country and ekreful observation had 
convinced him of the fact that Chicago ts 
a place from which helpful influences in- 
creasingly radiate. Another public epeak- 
er bears testimony to the same progress. 
His illustrations are found in the orches- 
tra, the work of the art students, the 
activity of teachers and pupils in the un- 
versities, law schools, medica] schools, and 
theological seminaries, and similar agen- 
cies which, more and more, win the re- 
spect of the world: The semi-centennial 


casion which brings these higher things of 
life into the foreground. , 

There are some citizens who will con- 
tinue to brag of the greatness of Chicago. 
But there are many others who are in- 
clined to “say nothing but steadily to 
saw wood.”

Until 1866, and even until 1870, the postage 
stamps used throughout the German empire 
bore the armorial bearings of the prince 
of Thurn and Taxis, and the colossal fortune 
of this family is due to the fact that it for- 
merly enjoyed the monopoly of the trade of 
stamps and of the entire postal service of 
Germany. 

The duke’s mother was that Princess Helen 
of Bavaria who was affianced to the present 
emperor of Austria, but forsaken by him 
for the sake of her younger sister, Elizabeth.

Among the many romances and tragedies 
of the house of Thurn and Taxis, one of the 
most extraordinary is that of its chief, who, 
towards the end of the eighteenth century, 
finding that his wife, a member of the now 

family of Italy; had been faithless 

to her marriage vows, caused her to be de- 

capitated privately at his palace of Lud- 

8 by the public executioner of Stras- 
urg. 

The headsman was summoned one night 
by a couple of gentlemen in waiting of the 
prince to accompany them and to bring with 
him the héavy sword with which he was 
accustomed to behead malefactors. 

Having been promised a large fee for his 
services, he went with the two officers and 
their escort. On reaching his destination, 
he was conducted into the great hall of the 
castle, where stood a scaffold, hung with 
black cloth, and in the middle of it a low 
backed chair. 

Soon afterwards the princess was led in, 
dressed in deep mourning.. She was seated, 
and her attendants proceeded to bind her 
to the chair. 

When this wag accomplished her husband 
gave a sign, the executioner swung his great 
sword, and the shapely head of the princess 
rolled to the ground. l 

Those who wish for a more complete de- 
scription of this tragic incident will find it in 
the works of Thackeray, who makes his 
hero, Barry Lyndon, tell the story as he 
claims to have received it from the lady’s 
husband himself.

Among the many objects of interest which 
have engaged the attention of the kaiser 
during his stay in Corfu has been the hand- 
some statue and memorial there of a great 
German noble, Count Matthias von der 
Schulenburg, who in 1716 successfully de- 
fended the island against an inyasion of the 
Turks and prevented it from falling into 
their hands, preserving k to the republic of 
Venice, whose troops he at the time om 
manded. 

The memorial was erected to him during 
his lifetime by the republic of Venice in 
token of their gratitude, and when he died 
in 1748 at Venice the father of the poet 
Goethe, who happened to be in northern 
Italy at the time, was present at the cere- 
monies organized by the doge and by the 
government of the republic in honor of the 
count. Goethe's father was so deeply im- 
pressed thereby that he wrote a graphic 
description of it all, and also made a care- 
ful copy of the design of the Schulenburg 
memorial in Corfu. 

Some sixty years later the poet Goethe 
found this manuscript story and the design 
among his father’s papers and forwarded 
them to Count William von der Schulenburg, 
who was at the time—in October, 1806—cov- 
ernor of Berlin, and who had taken a promi- 


feats of Jena and of Auerstadt, in calling 
upon his countrymen to pull themselves to- 
gether and to refrain from despair, 

The Von der Schulenburgs are dhe of the 
most ancient families of the German no- 
bility, who have been playing a prominent 
role in the history of Europe ever since the 
thirteenth century, and are found in every 
Prussian reign occupying high dignities at 
the court and in the service of the crown. 

Until. recently the empress had a countess 
von der Schulenburg among her ladies in 
waiting. They figured prominently at the 
court of St. James in the days of King George 
I, and King George II., at St. Petersburg in 
the reign of Catherine the Great, and at Ver- 
allles in the days of Louls XIV. and Louis 


4 — 
As for the Count Matthias whose memorial 
ig still in existence on the island of Corfu, he 
may be regarded as having been one of the 
well born soldiers of fortune of the period. 

For, born at Magdeburg, he was educated 
at Saumur, in France; and received his 
baptism of fire in the campaign undertaken 
by Duke Charles of Lorraine and Elector 
Maximilian. of Bavaria against the Turks. 

Later he held a commission. in the forces 
of -the duke of Brunswick against Louis 
XIV. of France, took part as plenipoten- 
tlary in the treaty of Ryswick, and on the 
outbreak of the Spanish war of succession 
took service under Duke Victor Amadeus of 
Savoy and Louis XIV., being go badly wound- 
ed in the battle of Chiari that he almost 
succumbed to his injuries, 

We next find him commanding the mili- 
tary forces of King Augustus the Strong 
of Poland and Saxony, defeating King 
Charles XII. of Sweden. 

He was one of the victorious commanders 

t the battle of Malplaquet, and in 1715 re- 

sed a command from the German em- 
peror in order to accept the more lucrative 
office of generalissimo of the naval and mill- 
tary forces of the Venetian republic. 

If I enumerate all these services it ts to 
convey some idea of the nature of the career 
of a great Enropean noble in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries.

CAUSES THE CONTROVERSY? 


Lines Advance New Plea at Commerce 
Commission Hearing. 


The plea of solicitudes for the welfare of 
the small shipper and dealer was ad 
by thé railroads: yesterday. It was sub 
mitted during the hearing before Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner Prouty of the com- 
plalnt of the Chicago Wholesale Fruit and 
Produce Dealers’ association that since Jan. 
1 the roads have refused to handle freight in 
unloading and loading in cars. Briefiy, it 
was hinted jealousy over a small favor to 
small shippers caused the controversy. The 
complaint applies particularly to package 
freight of fruit and produce in car load lots. 
Before Jan. 1 such freight was handled in the 
cars by employés of the ratlroads, but since 
that date the railroads have forced consign- 
ees to “ hustle” thelr own produce, the car 
merely being set out for their convenience. 

The produce dealers contend the freight 
rates cover the charges of freight handling 
which was done by the roads previous to 
Jan. 1, and that such handling is a part of 
the function of transportation. Counsel for 
the railroads rejoined that the custom orig- 
mated in the willingness of the roads to fur- 
nish men to assist the smaller dealers upon 
their request just to help them out.” 


Says the Rates Oover It. 


The hearing was enlivened by the testi- 
mony of Edward G. Davies, the first witness,

“ But isn’t ita fact that some roads at other 
points charge for loading and unloading 
freight?’ asked the commissioner. 

“Yes, they do,” responded Mr. Davies. 
“But where the shippers allow themselves 
to be charged, they need education.” 

»The plea of rendering free assistance 
to small shippers upon request first wae ad- 
vanced by counsel for the Illinois Central. 

“The Rock Island also does that.“ quick 
ly came from counsel for the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific. 

The Northwestern also,“ from the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, and rapid fire declar- 
ations came forth from the Michigan Cen- 
tral, Santa Fé, Burlington, Chicago and 
Great Western, Grand Trunk, and Chicago 
and Eastern Indiana representatives. Mr. 
Davies still was in the witness chair when 
the hearing adjounned. 


Hear Iowa Complaint. 

At the morning session the hearing of the 
eomplaint of the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ 
Association of Iowa against the middle west- 
ern railroads, alleging discrimination in 
live stock rates to Chicago, wag taken up. 
The evidence was concluded in the afternoon 
and June 3 was set for final arguments be- 
fore the commission at Washington. 


NEBRASKA EXPRESS RATES CUT. 


Action of Attorneys Before Supreme 
Court Means Reduction of Twenty- 
five Per Cent. 


Lincoln, Neb., April 21.—In the Supreme 
court today attorneys representing the ex- 
press companies doing business in Nebraska 
asked for a modification of the recent order 
of the court directing that the Sibley act be 
complied with. 

This means a reduction in express rates of 
25 per cent. The attorneys for the com- 
panies argued that the Sibley act is indefinite 
and does not distinguish clearly between a 
rate and charges. 

In the county court the express companies 
waived preliminary examination and were 
bound over to the District court. The state 
rallway commission complained that the sal- 
aries of officers were not stated in the annual
